Budding  is  the  most  important  of  all  the  branches  of  nursery  culture.  On  it  depends  the  future 
profits  of  every  fruit  grower  who  buys  our  nursery  stock,  and  as  we  recognize  our  responsibility 
to  our  customers,  you  may  be  sure  that  Mr.  A.  E.  Maloney  who  personally  oversees  EVERY  BIT 
OF  THIS  WORK,  KNOWS  where  each  bud  comes  from,  that  it  is  in  proper  condition  and  that  it 
is  properly  budded. 

We  select,  as  far  as  possible,  all  scions  for  budding  from  bearing  trees  of  superior  fruiting 
habits.  It  has  been  absolutely  demonstrated  that  when  young  trees  are  thus  propagated,  they  have 
the  same  characteristics  as  the  trees  from  which  the  buds  (scions)  were  cut.  In  addition  careful 
budding  is  the  way  we  can  positively  guarantee  that  you  will  receive  varieties  that  beartrue  to  name. 
That’s  why  MALONEY  TREES  never  disappoint  the  fruit  grower  when  they  come  into  bearing. 

Now,  you  see  why  budding  must  have  the  careful  oversight  and  directions  of  some  experi- 
enced man  who  recognizes  the  responsibility  of  his  work.  The  value  of  every  tree  in  the  nur- 
sery row  depends  on  this  one  man,  and,  as  we  have  said  before,  this  one  man  is  Mr.  A.  E.  Ma- 
loney, president  of  our  firm,  brought  up  in  the  nursery  business  from  a toy  of  fourteen,  given 
responsibility  by  a practical  father.  Our  President  is  considered  an  authority  on  budding  and 
stakes  his  reputation  and  the  success  of  his  firm  on  every  tree  we  sell.  Needless  to  say  our  bud- 
ding is  done  right. 

In  order  to  produce  healthy,  vigorous  trees  with  plenty  of  vitality,  they  must  be  propagated 
on  the  best  grade  of  branched  root  seedlings,  and  grown  on  suitable  land,  which  must  be  built  up 
for  the  reception  of  the  stock.  This  requires  from  two  to  three  years.  After  the  trees  are  dug 
for  shipment,  the  land  on  which  this  stock  is  grown,  must  be  rested  and  cropped.  As  nursery- 
land  around  Dansville  is  held  at  a very  high  figure,  you  can  see  that  the  land  will  be  properly 
built  up  only  by  nurserymen  who  own  their  own  farms.  We  have  four  farms  which  are  handled 
in  above  described  manner. 

All  this  care  and  expense  would  avail  us  little  unless  our  trees  were  properly  dug  and  rightly 
handled  thereafter.  We  are  equipped  with  a steam  digger  for  doing  this  work  correctly,  and 
have  our  large  and  commodious  packing  houses  where  the  trees  are  delivered,  properly  graded, 
and  carefully  packed,  and  it  is  by  this  painstaking  method  that  we  have  built  up  the  largest 
wholesale  nursery  business  in  New  York  State.

A Matter  Which  Should  Concern  Every 
Planter  is  the  Grade  of  a Tree 

In  the  nursery  trade  there  is  a standard  for 
the  different  grades,  determined  by  two  pro- 
portionate measurements,  “the  caliper’’  (or 
measurement  of  thickness)  and  the  “height.” 
For  instance,  certain  kinds  of  trees  of  a five  to 
seven  foot  height  require  about  eleven  six- 
teenths inch  in  thickness  ; and  smaller  heights 
proportionately  less. 

The  caliper  is  measured  just  above  the  bud 
or  graft  which  is  a few  inches  above  where  the 
tree  grew  in  the  ground,  and  is  marked  by  a 
difference  in  the  color  of  the  bark. 

When  a tree  is  measured  both  by  height  and 
caliper,  you  make  certain  of  getting  a much 
more  stocky,  sturdy  tree,  for  many  trees  which 
will  measure  5 to  7 feet  will  not  caliper  n/io  of 
an  inch,  and  unless  you  buy  from  people  who 
grade  by  caliper  and  height,  you  are  very  likely 
to  receive  many  slender  trees  which  should 
have  been  placed  in  the  next  lower  grade. 

The  height  is  measured  from  the  bud  or  graft 
to  the  top  of  the  limbs,  and  does  not  include 
the  root.  We  grade  both  by  caliper  and  height.

Then  the  agent  who 
has  big  traveling  expenses  must  get  a 
price  high  enough  to  cover  his  expenses, 
as  well  as  his  commission,  which  is 
profit  No.  3.  Therefore  the  tree  which 
we,  the  growers,  sell  to  you  at  wholesale 
plus  one  small  profit  is  sold  by  the  agent 
with  three  profits,  consequently  the 
same  tree  which  we  sell  for  30c.  the  agent 
must  necessarily  sell  for  75c.  to  $1.00. 

You  can  readily  see  it  is  not  the 
difference  in  quality  that  causes  the  dif- 
ference in  price,  but  it  is  due  to  his  ex- 
travagant system  as  compared  with  our

Preparation  of  the  Soil. — Prepare  a rich  deep 
bed  of  mellow  soil,  and  have  the  land  sufficiently 
drained  to  relieve  the  roots  from  standing  water. 

For  best  results  the  land  should  be  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  is  required  for  a crop  of  wheat,  corn  or 
potatoes. 

On  new,  fresh  land,  manuring  will  be  unneces- 
sary, but  on  land  more  or  less  run  down,  fertil- 
izers must  be  applied  either  by  turning  tmder 
heavy  crops  of  clover,  or  well  decomposed  manure. 

Such  preparation  of  the  soil  will  furnish  a nour- 
ishment which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  insure 
success. 

Pruning  the  Tree  is  a matter  of  great  conse- 
quence. The  illustration  here  shows  the  correct 
way  to  trim  trees  for  planting,  do  not  be  afraid 
that  you  are  pruning  too  severely  for  you  are  not ; 
this  is  the  proper  way  for  best  results. 

Planting — Make  the  holes  large  enough  to  ad- 
mit the  roots  without  cramping  or  bending,  and 
deep  enough  to  set  the  trees  to  their  natural 
depth.  Fine  surface  soil  should  be  used  for  cov- 
ering the  roots  and  this  should  be  carefully  worked 
among  them.  If  the  ground  is  dry,  it  is  well  to 
pour  in  some  water  when  the  hole  is  partially 
filled.  See  that  the  ground  is  firmly  and  solidly 
packed  over  all  parts  of  the  roots,  so  that  there 
will  be  no  opportunity  for  dry  air  or  frost  to  enter 
and  deprive  the  roots  of  the  full  benefit  of 
their  natural  protection.  Omission  to  pack  the 
earth  solidly  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of  failure  . <,1-1 

in  planting  nursery  stock.  We  cannot  too  firmly  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  packing  the 
earth  firmly  around  the  roots.  Fill  the  holes  full  enough  to  be  even  with  the  surrounding  surface 
after  the  fresh  earth  settles.  Always  remove  the  labels  when  plant- 
ing. If  these  are  left  until  the  trees  are  grown,  the  connecting 
wire  often  cuts  into  and  destroys  the  tree  or  branch  to  which  it  is 
attached.  Never  use  manure  in  contact  with  roots.  When  planting 
dwarf  trees,  set  them  low  enough  to  cover  the  stock  upon  which 
they  are  budded. 

After-Culture — Grass  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow  about  your 
trees  or  plants.  The  ground  should  be  cultivated  for  a space  of  at 
least  a foot  outside  the  roots.  This  should  be  done  every  10  days 
the  first  year  during  May,  June  and  July.  If  the  ground  is  poor 
it  should  be  enriched  with  surface  applications  of  manure.
